_ SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


A year has rolled around since my last report and another 
time for accounting has come. Upon careful review there ap. 
pears nothing sensational, and little even of marked and pe- 
culiar importance to record. 

The Superintendent has labored by all means in her power 
to awaken the schools of the town to a new and better life. I 
have made twenty-four visits to the schools, and have found 
teachers well qualified for the positions they occupy. ‘The ap- 
pearance of the schools during the terms and atthe closing 
examination, has been more satisfactory than heretofore. giving 
evidence of improvement. I do think one word would be ad- 
visable to say about our school houses; in several districts 
they are in need of repairs. This is especially true of those in 
No. 3, No. 5, and No. 6. I think maps placed upon the walls 
of the school rooms, would be very useful.

The summer term was taught by Miss M. Etta Nelson. 
Here was found a good school: Success in this school requires 
a rare combination of good qualities. The winter term Mr. 
Fred W. Putnam was employed. Mr. Putnam being an ener- 
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getic teacher, the pupils caught the same spirit, which made 
the exercises interesting on examination day. The answers 
were promptly given, which showed his labors to have been 
productive of good results.

The summer term was taught by Miss Flora G. Clough. 
Miss Clough by kindness, decision and _ fidelity, gives promise 
of great usefulness as a teacher. Perfect order was maintained 
at all times, and the improvement was good. The fall term 
was conducted by Miss Lois A. Hurd. Miss Hurd is a fine 
scholar and labored hard for her pupils, and gave very good 
satisfaction. Winter term the committee had the good fortune 
to secure Mr. Josiah Davis as teacher. Mr. Davis is a 
thorough and pleasing instructor, and possessing rare abilities 
as an organizer, he is fitted to conduct the school to a high 
standard. The improvement in the different branches was 
commendable. 


DISTRICT INO: 1a: 


The summer term was under the instruction of Miss Sarah 
KE. Clough, who was scholarly and conscientious, of a large 
experience in the profession. She is a very useful and efficient 
teacher. The fall and winter terms were under the care of 
Mrs. France L. Tompson. Perfect unity and sympathy of feel- 
ing seemed to exist between teacher and pupils. The improve- 
ment made in the different branches was: very good. At the 
closing examination I received four letters neatly written, by 
Alice Goldthwait, Annie Young, Cora Humphrey and 
Nellie Brown. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Estelle M. Rowell. 
It is sufficient for me to say that Miss Rowell governs her pu- 
pils rightly, of which the result was a good school. The winter 
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term was under the care of Miss Lucy A. Young, who was an 
amiable lady in the school room. This was a quiet and orderly 
school. ‘The pupils had been drilled upon the sounds of letters, 
which made a very interesting exercise. Miss Young labored 


assiduously for her pupils and the improvement was good. 


DISTRICT NO. 5.. 


In this district there was but one term during the year. 
It was taught by Miss Estelle M. Rowell. Miss Rowell was 
kind and courteous to her pupils. ‘The term passed away very 
pleasantly, and I think the pupils made praiseworthy 
improvement.
